THREE MORE STRICKEN 


Two Women and a Girl Discovered 


With Smallpox in Boston. 


Boston, Oct. 30. — Another 
small 


batch of smallpox cases was today re- 
ported by the board of health. One of 
the patients is the mother of a boy 
taken from a house on Harrison ave- 
nue, near Dover street, about a week 
ago. She is sixty-five years of age and 
her's Is considered a mild case, as 
she was vaccinated when her child 
was found to have the disease. 


Another case is that of a woman 


twenty-six years old, residing in the 
same locality, while the third case is 
that of a four-year-old girl found in a 
house on Church street. Her brother 
was stricken with the disease about 
ten days ago, since which time she 
has been under observation. These 
three cases are called by the health 
officials as "secondary." 


Washington, Oct. 30.—The long or- 


deal to which Admiral Schley has 
been subjected since Monday morn- 
ing, 
ended this afternoon when his 


cross-examination 
was 
concluded^ 


and he was allowed to leave the wit 
ness stand. When the judge advocate 
finished his cross-examination it was 
after three o'clock.

Not one 
of them related to the battle of San- 
tiago. 
One of the most interesting 


features of the day was the develop- 
ment ol' the fact that the report ol 
the battle written by Admiral Schley 
July Cth, 1808, was not the original 
report. 
Admiral Schley was allowed 


to explain that Admiral 
Sampson 


had declined to receive the first re- 
poit because it did not mention the 
presence of the New York. 
"I felt 


that the victory at that time," said 
Admiral Schley, "was big enough for 
all, and I made the change out of 
generosity and because I knew that if 
the New York had been present, she 
would have done as good work as 
anybody else." 


Captain Thomas Borden of the ma- 


rine corps, who was aboard 
the 


Brooklyn, will be the last witness 
called for Admiral Schley. After he 
testifies tomorrow, the judge advo- 
cate will place on the stand witnesses 
for the rebutttal. It is probable that 
Admiral Schlcy's counsel will call 
several witnesses in sub-rebuttal. 


The Day's Proceedings. 


Washington, Oct. 30.—Judge Advo- 


cate Lemly still has a long list of 
questions which he proposes to ask 
Admiral Schley, and the prospect 
was, at the opening of the court of in- 
quiry this morning, that the cross-ex- 
amination of the admiral would con- 
tinue all day. The different members 
of the court have been industriously 
preparing questions to be presented 
to the admiral for his consideration 
when his examination by counsel is 
concluded. 


The testimony began today where 


it left off yesterday, taking up differ- 
ent phases of the blockade of Santi- 
ago, and passing from that question 
into the reconnoissancc of May 31, 
when the Spanish cruiser Cristobol 
Colon was bombarded. The battle of 
July 3 was left for the last subject to 
be considered. 


During the cross-examination 
ret- 


lating to the bombardment of the 
Colon, Admiral Schley stated that 
many of the signals given were not 
recorded at the time and the writing 
of them deferred until the next day. 


"No man," he said, "except the 


press correspondents, who brave all 
dangers, can always have paper and 
pencil at hand when a battle is in 
progress, and as a consequence there 
is failure, to record many occurrences 
that should be recorded." 


Asked where he had heretofore, bo- 


fore the beginning of this inquiry, 
mentioned that he had during the bat- 
tle given the signal "follow the flag." 
Admiral Schley- replied: 
"I think I 


have kept my mouth pretty close on 
all these subjects, and do not recall 
of speaking of this incident. I dis- 
tinctly recollect giving the signal, and 
that it was flying for twenty minutes." 


•At 2:3(i p. m."Judge Advocate Lemly 


"announced that he had no further 
questions to ask Admiral Schley. Mr. 
Rayncr said he had not a single 
question to ask. 
Admiral Dowey an- 


nounced that the court had some 
questions to ask, and the remainder 
of the afternoon was devoted to ques- 
tions- presented to the witness by 
the members of the court. 


COURT RENDERS A DECISION. 


Blue Mountain Forest Park Associa 


tion Wins a Victory. 


Concord, Oct. 30. — The 
supreme 


court has rendered a decision in the 
two important cases to secure legal 
definition of the rights of the stock- 
holders in the Blue Mountain Forest 
Park association, who own the fa- 
mous Corbin park, in Sullivan county. 
One of the suits was brought by the 
association against Mrs. Anna C. Bar- 
row, daughter of Mr. Corbin, to compel 
her to pay an assessment on her 
stock or dispose of it to the othei 
shareholders. 
The court orders that 


if the defendant does not pay the 
assessment, she must transfer her 
stock to the association for $20,000, 
in accordance with the by-laws. The 
other case was sent to the lower court 
for further determination of facts.

JAPANESE LABOR. 


Movement For Its Protection 


by the LeUure Clnssca. 


Japan has no laws for the protection 


of labor or restricting the employment 
of women and children, states Consul 
General Bellows at Yokohama iu a 
report to the state department dealing 
•with labor conditions In that empire. 
Considerable agitation, he says, has 
risen of late looking to the better pro- 
tection of labor; but, strangely enough, 
it has come principally from the edu- 
cated and professional or leisure class- 
es rather than from the laborers them- 
selves. It is the opinion of Mr. Bellows 
that the industrial and economic con- 
ditions of Japan would hardly warrant 
the close restrictive measures such as 
are enforced in England and the Unit- 
ed States, but he states as his belief 
that a labor bill will be Introduced at 
the next session of the diet. 


Mr. Bellows incloses a number of 


newspaper articles written by native 
Japanese, which disclose a distinct di- 
vergence of views on the subject of la- 
bor. One of them deprecates the i.gi- 
tntlon of socialistic «.-uhjocts and as- 
serts that the gnlf between the nth 
and the poor of Japan is not compara- 
ble to that between the plutocrat and 
the pauper in the western world. Tbc- 
contont of the vorkinsr classes this 
writer attributes to the lad; of osten- 
tation in the lives of the rich Japanese 
peopfe, who usually prefir to avoid 
any display of extravagance. 


Another newspaper article stairs 


that Japanese children under ten years 
nnd some of scarcely live or six jears 
are largely employed in factories, that 
men nnd women are made (o worl. for 
"injuriously excesshe lop:: hours" and 
that eighteen houis a d.iy are often 
worked.

Induatrial CommUsIon'n Report on 


OfKanlzcd Labor. 


A report of timely and general inter- 


t-pt has been issued by the secretary ol 
the industrial commission. It is a coin 
prelieusive review of the present condi- 
tions and historical development 'ol 
trade and labor organizations and, with 
a similar'report on labor disputes atid 
arbitration, was prepared jointly by 
Charles E. Edgerton and E. Dana Du- 
rund. Many of the details presented 
have never before been made public, 
but independent of that interest the re- 
port is likely to attract wide attention 
as the most Comprehensive statement 
of national trade and labor conditions 
accessible to American students of eco- 
nomics and sociology. 


In brief the report asserts: That 


American labor organizations, exclud 
ing the Knights of Labor, have an ag 
srcgate membership of about 1,400,000 
that the Federation of Labor alone em 
ploys over 800 "general organizers:'' 
that the jealous watchfulness of the la 
borers themselves operates more effec- 
tively than anyother reasonable agency 
to control the "business agent'' or walk- 
ing delegate; that the common rate ol 
pay for national officers of labor un 
ions is between $800 and $1,300 anuu 
ally; that the Cigar Makers' union has- 
over $300,000 applicable to strikes or to 
any other purposes and that other uu 
ions have assets nearly as large; that 
the standard rate of the labor organixa 
lion does not mean a uniform wage 
that a sentiment prevails to revive tlu 
old apprentice system; that the ques 
tion of strikes is left as a rule to tin 
local unions; and that ''probably no nn 
ion man doubts the legitimacy of tin 
boycott as a weapon of labor." 


Prefatory explanation is matin tha' 


the information concerning America! 
labor organizations has been obtniuei 
almost entirely through schedules oi 
questions sent to all national labor or 
ganizatlcus and a very consiilerablt 
number of local organizations. "It i; 
believed," therefore, "that, since tlu 
statements of fact contained iu this i't 
port ha\c been obtained almost wholl.i 
from official sources, they may be cuii 
sidered thoroughly authentic."

It Pays to Be Fair. 


An illustration of what may be done 


In tho betterment of the conditions foi 
wage earners through the hearty co 
operation of employer and employees- 
and the cultivation of a spirit of amitj 
rather than of hostility between them 
Is furnished in the record of a largi 
shoe manufactory in Boston. This es- 
tablishment has voluntarily reduced 
the hours of work for its 2,000 em- 
ployees to eight. The employees are 
so well pleased with the new condi- 
tions that the output is as great as it 
was when the concern 'was working 
ten hours every day. The pay roll is 
?1.00u,0ft(> annually, and the daily out- 
put is 8,000 finished pairs of shoes. 
Tho change from ten to nine hours 
and from nine to eight hours has been 
effected without reducing the daily 
wage of the week hands, which com- 
prise one-fifth of tho total working 
force, while the piece hands earn as 
much money weekly as under the ten 
hour schedule. Another evidence of 
sanity is the agreement between the 
company and its employees that every 
grievance which cannot bo otherwise 
adjusted shall he submitted to the 
state bo^rd of arbitration.

can. workmen and their' employers be 
helped to an understanding of the fact 
that their interests are mutual?" must 
be answered by another question, "Are 
their interests, as such, mutual?" In the 
large, as fellow citizens, as human 
brothers, their interests are mutual, but 
in their relation as employer and hired 
hand they conflict in a way which may 
in all fairness bo called irrepressible. 
Can there be anything mutual in the 
Jivision of a given joint product except 
in one of two ways, by contract or by 
•quality? Contract is the present meth- 
od and leads to disputes. 


Because the laborer is not on equal 


rooting with the capitalist employer be 
'ias formed unions, and because the un- 
>ons have grown strong employers' as- 
ociations have sprung up. Neither of 
hese recognizes mutual interest, but 
•nly class interest. From class interest 
f a single trade the unions have feder- 
ited into national bodies, and the em- 
iloyers in certain trades and in certain 
•itics have joined forces for general 
oekouts and strike benefits. In these 
rnusitional steps the mutuality has 
leeu confined within the two broad 
lasses. There has been couflict en- 
u-ged and intensified between 
"the 


vorkincn and employers." 


Ameliorating measures, such as un- 


•ms, voluntary arbitration, permanent 
ioards of conciliation with powers of 
•ivestigation ami publicity and more or 
••ss judicial power, are useful and com- 
lendable, but they cannot go very near 
o the root of the evil nor heal the Ir- 
econcilahlc conflict of interests. 
Even when such agreements are en- 
crcd into as between the bituminous 
•oal operators and miners and borne of 
he building trades, where the two join 
Kinds to overcharge the public, theie 
vvill btill he the same conflict over the 
livision of the spoils. The miner cares 
iiothiug if coal is dear to the seamstress 
>r the day laborer. The operator is sat- 
sfied if combination with the workmen 
•nables him (o limit the output and 
•also his profits, but each side has a 
•lear self interest in the division, in the 
imount lo be paid as wages. 


Few employers do their worst, some 


lo the best they can, none is obliged to 
ie unjust. It is practicable for any cor- 
loralioii or individual employer to relin- 
luish advantages and power and make 
uniself simply a leader and director, or 
ie may go part way and improve the 
usloinary conditions: lie may shorten 
he hour1:, improve the equipment, pro- 
ide conveniences and comforts and di- 
ide some part of the profits. No one 
it-events him. lie ought to do it, but 
vill he do it? Despots might be boncvo- 
eut, but by the tendency of human na- 
tirc they have Ubually been, tyiannical. 
'.abor must struggle for its rights, not 
udividually and alone, but by and for 
lie elai-s. As long as there are classes 
'hero must be a class struggle and need 
i'or class consciousness. 


If, then, there is not in the wage sys- 


ieiu any mutual interest, what arc the 
•emedial measures available within the 
system and what substitutes are there 
•"or the system? 


Your questions suggest various plans 


md measures for solving the ever re- 
•urring difficulties between capital and 
'abor. and among them is profit sliar- 
ug, to which you ask my particular at- 
<enticn. 


Profit sharing in the technical sense 
neans a payment to labor of something 
.n excess of wages, contingent on the 
general profits. The payment may be in 
money, but. better still, in an interest 
in the working capital. 
The object 


should be to incorporate* the employees 
into the responsible and co-working 
body. To the joint stock capital princi- 
ple should be added the associated 
workers' idea, capital and labor joined 
in mutual interest and mutual obliga- 
tions. Beginning with a small minority 
interest, the workers, including man- 
agers, should in time become the own- 
ers, thus accomplishing what Bishop 
['otter suggests in his letter. 


The theory is \aluable chiefly in the 


recognition of a mutuality in the re- 
sults of joint effort. Practically it tends 
to bring master and men closer togeth- 
er, and it commonly leads to owner- 
ship by the workers. It can hardly be 
classed as n movement because it de- 
pends on the voluntary motion of em- 
ployers who are bred to believe that 
all profit is the legitimate earnings of 
capital. To give more than tho COD- 
tract wages looks to them like charity 
or throwing money away. It has often 
been adopted with a view to getting 
more work out of men or of obviating 
strikes, but such schemes have rarely 
survived the first or second year. 


Except as a measure of justice it 


should not bo undertaken. 
Where so 


undertaken it will lead on to co-opera- 
tion and self employment. 
This has 


been the course of such famous busi- 
ness concerns as Leclaire & Co., house 
painters and decorators; Godin & Co- 
Iron works: Ltiroucbc-.Toubert, paper 
maker?, nnd Bon Marchc. 


Profit sharing in Its broader sense— 


the equal sharing of all the earnings 
by thosu who create them, cither as 
customers or workers—is embodied iu 
what is technically called co-operation. 
This plan of business Is to the common 
people what the'corporation Is to cap- 
ital—the strength of union, and the 
equality of pure democracy. 
It has 


risen to the dignity of a world move- 
ment, and iu it can bo truly said that 
the interests of employer and employ? 
ed nr« mutual because they are ono 
nnd the same people. 


Underlying religion, politics and sci- 


ence there Is the economic question, 
the means of supplying men's needa 


and desires. Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but he cannot Hvo without 
It. 
We call subsistence a material 


means to a spiritual end, but It Is so , 
primary, BO essential and so difficult 
that it becomes an end in itself. Only 
a few In any community escape from 
anxiety about making a living. If not; 
harassed by the wolf, they are haunt- 
ed by fear of it. 


I have stood by the open excavation 


of tho now underground railroad in j 
New York city, looking at the men dig- 
ging. They have told mo they got & 
a day for fair days when the work 
could go on. Living is expensive in 
New York. These are not the submerg- 
ed; they arc the men of brawn and j 
health. They are the "labor." 


I have, gone through the corridors of 


the 
fashionable hotels nt midnight i 


hours and looked on tho diners and I 
winers, the evening dress of men and 
women, with liveried waiters obscqui-' 
ously serving the viands of all lands. 


These are the "employers." 
Are the interests of tho two classes 


mutual? 
Can easy going optimism 


conjure up any social relation between 
the two? Can any bridge span the 
chasm between them? 


"When I go through our factories and 


see fine, ablebodied, dexterous, earnest 
men working nine hours every day and 
every year a lifetime through, fashion- 
ing the uncouth raw material of wood 
and metal nnd marble into house mate- 
rial, I ask myself, "Will the 'laborer' 
have any of these polished and luxuri- 
ous appliances in the home of his fam- 
ily or will they only go into tjie houses 
of the well to do, tho mansions of the 
rich, the 'employer' class?" Are the 
Interests of the laborer and the capi- 
talist mutual In this work? 


I know full well that many will say 


thnt money payment settles the whole 
score; but even if that were so, is there 
any mutuality when one makes nnd the 
other enjoys? "My people shall build 
houses and live iu them; they shall pos- 
sess the land nnd enjoy the fruits there 
of," 
saith the Lord. 


The editor asked me to forego modes- 


ty and give something of my own expe 
rience. The company with which I am 
connected adopted profit sharing fifteen 
years ago and has continued It sntN 
faclorily e\er sinee. In a majority ol 
the years there hnve been dhidcnds on 
wages of r.. X or 10 per cent: in several 
years no dividends. It bus given us no 
trouble and no disappointments worthy 
of recoid. When dull business or no\\ 
Investments h:t\e stopped dividends.! 
the employee-; have tal.en it In good' 
part, which stockholders do not nh\ays- 
do.
